A Pincher Creek Man Ends His Life 
During a Fit of Insanity 
6 eee 


On Saturday évening the people of 
Pincher Creek were shocked to hear 
of the suicide of John P. Skueil,which 
took place at the ranch of W.T. Eddy 
near Cowley. The man had been 
missing since the Monday hbefors, and 
was wanted by the police on a serious 
charge. No trace of him could be 
found, und it was only on Saturday 
evening that Mr. Eddy discovered the 
body covered up in the hay ioft. It 
was lying on its back, the revolver by 
the righ* temple and the right arm 
bent. The bullet had entered at the 
right temple and passed out 4 littie 
abcve the left. Mr. Eddy at once tel- 
egraphed to Coroner Gould who went 
out on Sunday morning and held an 
inguest. 

From the evidence at the inquest it 
appeared that the deceased had been 
workinz at Eddy’s ranch prior to the 
trouble. His horse and saddle had 
been left there when he came into 
Pincher Creek. He had evidently) com- 
mitted stiicide on Tuesday night, as 
on that day Mr. Eddy had missed his 
six shooter, which he used for slaug}- 
dering beef cattie on Tuesdays and 
Fridays. On Wednesday merning, 
Boker, an employe of Eddy’s, had 
found a little blood on the floor of 
the siable, but had cleaned it up, 
thinking nothing of it as the stable 
was full of cows. When found the 
body was deeply imbedded im the 
hey, as if deceased had decided to 
sleep there for the nig’rt.” 

The jury brought in a verdict’ of 
“suicide during & fit of temporary in- 
sanity.” It is generally Relieved that 
the deceased has not been quite in his 
yight mind of late, having greatly :1- 
tered in manner during the past win- 
ter. *

WATSON GRIFFIN’S HOME 
MARKET 
(Written by a Farmer). 


The farmer is asked to vote for high- 
er tariff, so that he cam have more of 
a home market. Let us look at the 
States’ home market. They have no 
rnore of a home market than they had 
fifty -y2eara ago, sior as much. They 
raise as he gays, 650 million bushels of 
wheat. They sell-to the outside mar- 
ket 2€0 million bushels, that leaves 470 
million bushels consumed at home. How 
is it consumed? Take the farmers, b-¢ 
and little, and they consume nearly cne 
haif of the wheat. They use three 
hurdred millicn bushels, only leav-ng 
17¢ millions to*y-be consumed by the 
towns. It isthe same and more 560 
with their pork and nearly the same 
with thelr beef. He shows what the 
Canadians raise, but he doesn't take 
into consideration that the farmer is 
his own best customer. Then anoth- 
er thing to be looked at, what propor- 
tion of a peopie gets employment in 
the protected industries? Not one in 
fifty and by giving them employment 
ihe trade and traffic of the whole coun- 
try is disarranged. S. S. Cook said in 
the United States Congress -that it 
costs the United States $1000 a head 
for every man, woman and child that 
worked in the protected” factories and 
the country would be better off to give 
them $1000 arfece to lay ‘idle. Suppose 
we cliodhoppers in the’ Northwest get 
a high tariff, how wili it fix.us here? 
It will raise the freight on our own 
wheat say 10 per cent and raise the 
price of what we buy 10 per cent, 
making 2C per cent against it. It would 
rum the whole country just to give a 
few and a very few at that; a job at 
cur expense. People don't take intocon- 
sideration that there are no men at 


work in ther own town in protected 
industries. In fact the few that are 
protected are only in small districts 


and the markets that the farmer gets 
none or nearly so, except in their im- 
mediate vicinity.
